Shaw Wi-Fi in 
the city could 
match Calgary’s 


Personal information. 

Company demanding 
personal info for'free' 
Wi-Fi in Calgary 


The City of Edmonton is 
hoping Shaw Cable won’t de¬ 
mand personal information, 
like it did in Calgaiy, when it 
rolls out its Wi-Fi network in 
Edmonton, but admits that it 
will be Shaw’s decision. 

Shaw unveiled its free Wi-Fi 
in a partnership with the City 
of Calgaiy on Tuesday. The 
company’s customers get un¬ 
limited wireless service access 
and non-customers also get 
free service, but on a limited 
monthly basis. 


In Calgaiy, non-Shaw cus¬ 
tomers also have to provide 
their phone, email, mailing 
address and postal code and 
agree to allow the company to 
contact them. 

Edmonton signed a deal 
with Shaw last year and the 
rollout is expected in the com¬ 
ing months. Kate Rozmahel, 
the city’s general manager of 
corporate services, said Shaw 
has yet to indicate to the city 
if they will use similar login re¬ 
quirements in Edmonton. 

“They haven’t come back to 
us and said that they’re going 
to be asking citizens for all that 
information to use the service,” 
she said. 

Rozmahel said the city 
memorandum of understand¬ 
ing with Shaw doesn’t specify 
how users will connect to the 
system, other than insisting 
that the access be free of charge. 

She said if Shaw wants to 


use similar login requirements 
as they did in Calgaiy, they can. 

“I’m not sure I would rec¬ 
ommend that that’s the best 
course of action to try and use 
their service, but in the end it’s 
their service.” 

She said the city has also 
purposely kept its deal with 
Shaw non-exclusive, meaning 
other providers could use city 
buildings to provide wireless 
Internet service. 

“Shaw will be in some fa¬ 
cilities and there may be other 
providers that show up as well. 
We’ve made it clear to the 
world that our interest is to 
get access for citizens in public 
places,” she said. 

She added the city’s current 
network will only be decom¬ 
missioned if the city’s confident 
there’s sufficient access for 
citizens. 

A Shaw spokesperson de¬ 
clined to offer any comment.

Human remains found near Nordegg 



Anina Hundsdoerfer was first 
reported missing at the end of

The roommate of a missing 
Edmonton woman has mixed 
emotions about the discoveiy 
of human remains in west-cen¬ 
tral Alberta, near where a car 
belonging to the woman was 
found earlier this year. 

Rocky Mountain House 
RCMP said the remains were 
found near Nordegg, after 
search and rescue was sent out 
Monday to follow up on a tip 


from a grader operator who 
was working in the area. 

RCMP couldn’t confirm if 
the human remains were those 
of Anina Hundsdoerfer, an 
Alberta government scientist 
who was last seen in March. 

“We have human remains, 
we don’t have an identity yet,” 
said Rocky Mountain RCMP 
Staff Sgt. Bill Laidlaw. 

Caroline Hendley, 


Hundsdoerfer’s roommate, said 
friends and family are awaiting 
word on the identity and until 
then are clinging to a sliver of 
hope she’s still alive. 

“On the one hand, if it is 
Anina then we’ve found her 
and we’re closer to finding 
out what happened to her,” 
Hendley said. “The other side 
of that obviously is as long as 
she hasn’t been found, there 


is always the small hope that 
maybe she will be found and 
she will be found alive.” 

There have been few clues 
on Hundsdoerfer’s disappear¬ 
ance. While the Edmonton po¬ 
lice have been able to confirm 
the discoveiy, investigators are 
waiting on autopsy scheduled 
for later this week before they 
can confirm the identity.

Driver’s licence 
change. Minister 
proposes merging 
icences, health cards

Albertans’ driver’s licences and 
health cards could become one 
secure card under plans Service 
Alberta Minister Doug Griffiths 
hopes to bring forward this fall. 

Griffiths floated the idea 
this week and said he hoped 
to detail the proposal later this 
year. He said the model would 
follow what’s happening in 
British Columbia. 

He said the details have to 
be worked out, but the health 
and driving information could 
be merged into a card that 
would work more like a credit 
card, better protecting the in¬ 
formation. 

“Your credit card doesn’t 
have any information on it. It’s 
an access point,” he said. 

Griffiths said a more secure 
health card would save admin¬ 
istration costs and reduce fraud.

who have Alberta health cards 
and it’s veiy beneficial for 
them,” he said. 

Albertans would embrace 
the technology, Griffiths be¬ 
lieves, because it would help 
them secure their identity. 

“The most valuable prop¬ 
erty anybody has is their own 
identification, so top of mind is 
to make sure we’re able to se¬ 
cure people’s identity,” he said. 

Darrell Evans, with the Can¬ 
adian Identity Theft Prevention 
Association, said pulling the 
information together raises ser¬ 
ious concerns. 

“We don’t want the govern¬ 
ment to have a massive central 
file on people,” he said. 

He said a big centralized 
data system could also be a ma¬ 
jor problem. “The bigger and 
more complicated it gets the 
more vulnerable it gets.”

The city will have to cough up 
$17.5 million more for the pro¬ 
posed Northwest Police Cam¬ 
pus or scale back the project, 
councillors heard Wednesday. 

The project, planned to 
include a new police station, 
training facility and arrest-pro- 
cessing unit, has faced signifi¬ 
cant delays. The cost has gone 
from $82 million to $99 million. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht said 
that if council doesn’t approve 
the funding, the station and 
training facility take priority.

Plans for the newest addi¬ 
tion to MacEwan University’s 
downtown campus will be 
designed to showcase local tal¬ 
ent and add to the city’s down¬ 


town core, said the university 
president Wednesday 

As part of the official un¬ 
veil of the Centre for Arts and 
Culture design plans, David 
Atkinson said the $153-million 
building will be an important 
facet of Edmonton’s downtown 
future development, which in¬ 
cludes a new Royal Alberta Mu¬ 
seum and hockey arena. 

“It’s intended to be an in¬ 
tegral part of the downtown 
community,” Atkinson said. 
“We are an urban institution. 


We’re not campus-centric.” 

Construction is set to kick 
off September 2017 for the 
centre, which will bring stu¬ 
dents from MacEwan’s Jasper 
Place and Mill Woods campus 
downtown. 

Along with $30 million 
from the province already 
committed to the project, the 
school will be paying for the 
remainder of the cost through 
the sale of the two older cam¬ 
puses, along with fundraising 
efforts. 


The new building is also 
slated to save the school close 
to $1.8 million per year in oper¬ 
ating costs. 

Vancouver-based architect 
Bing Thom plans to integrate 
retail space into the new build¬ 
ing, for a multifunction space. 

“Basically the architecture 
will be the background for the 
performances that are going to 
occur,” Thom said. 

“We fully tried to design a 
building that is relatively tough 
so students can mess it up.”

Galleria pedway gets $7.5M

Turkish tragedy. Hope 
dwindling in search 
for survivors of coal 
mine catastrophe 


Anger and grief boiled over 
into a violent protest Wednes¬ 
day in the western Turkish 
town of Soma, where officials 
said at least 245 miners died in 
a coal mine explosion and fire. 

Nearly 450 other miners 
were rescued, the mining com¬ 
pany said, but the fate of an 
unknown number of others 
remained unclear in one of the 
world’s deadliest mining disas¬ 
ters in decades. 

Tensions were high as hun¬ 
dreds of relatives and miners 
jostled outside the coal mine 
waiting for news, countered by 
a heavy police presence. 

Rows of women wailed un¬ 
controllably, men knelt sob¬ 
bing and others just stared in 
disbelief as rescue workers 
removed a steady stream of 
bodies throughout the night 
and early morning. Others 
shouted at Turkish officials as 


they passed by. 

In downtown Soma, pro¬ 
testers mostly in their teens 
and 20s faced off against riot 
police Wednesday afternoon in 
front of the mling NI<P party 
headquarters. Police had gas 
masks and water cannons. 

Authorities say the disaster 
followed an explosion and fire 
caused by a power distribu¬ 
tion unit and the deaths were 
caused by carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Prime Minister Re- 
cep Tayyip Edrogan promised 
the tragedy would be investi¬ 
gated to its “smallest detail” 
and that “no negligence will 
be ignored.” 

Erdogan discussed rescue 
operations with authorities, 
walked near the entrance of 
the mine and comforted two 
crying women. He has ap¬ 
peared less-than-sympathetic 
in the past, however, saying 
that death was part of the “pro¬ 
fession’s fate” after 30 miners 
died in a 2010 accident. 

Mining accidents are com¬ 
mon in Turkey, which is 
plagued by poor safety condi¬ 
tions.

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Psych test delays murder 
trial. Pistorius defence 
implies mental illness 


Oscar Pistorius was ordered 
by a judge on Wednesday to 
undergo psychiatric tests, 
meaning that the double¬ 
amputee athlete’s murder 
trial will be interrupted, 
possibly for two months. 

The decision by Judge 
Tholcozile Masipa followed 
a request for a psychiatric 
evaluation by the chief pros¬ 
ecutor, Gerrie Nel. The pros¬ 
ecutor had said he had no 
option but to ask for it after 
an expert witness for the 
defence testified that Pistor¬ 
ius had an anxiety disorder 
since childhood that may 


have influenced his judg¬ 
ment when he fatally shot 
his girlfriend, Reeva Steen- 
lcamp. 

He could be acquitted if 
it’s found that he was not 
criminally responsible for 
Steenlcamp’s shooting be¬ 
cause of a mental illness. The 
judge said it was important 
to assess his state of mind 
because of questions raised 
by the prosecution that Pis¬ 
torius might argue he was 
not criminally responsible 
for the shooting because of 
his anxiety disorder.

WikiLeakermay 
receive gender 
hormone therapy 

In an unprecedented 
move, the Pentagon is tiy- 
ing to transfer convicted 
national security leaker 
Pvt. Chelsea Manning to 
a civilian prison so she 
can get treatment for her 
gender disorder, defence 
officials said. 

Manning, formerly 
named Bradley, was 
convicted of sending 
classified documents 
to anti-secrecy website 
WikiLeaks. The soldier 
has asked for hormone 
therapy and to be able to 
live as a woman. 

Transgender people are 
not allowed to serve in 
the U.S. militaiy and the 
Defence Department does 
not provide such treat¬ 
ment, but Manning can’t 
be discharged from the 
service while serving her 
35-year prison sentence. 

The former intel¬ 
ligence analyst was sen¬ 
tenced in August for six 
Espionage Act violations 
and 14 other offences. 

After the conviction, 
Manning announced the 
desire to live as a woman 
and to be called Chelsea.

An international rights group 
is pushing the federal govern¬ 
ment and the tobacco industiy 
to take further steps to protect 
children working on U.S. tobac¬ 
co farms. 

A report released Wednes¬ 
day by Human Rights Watch 
claims that children as young 
as seven sometimes work long 
hours in fields harvesting nico¬ 
tine and pesticide-laced tobacco 
leaves under sometimes hazard¬ 
ous conditions. Most of what 
the group documented is legal, 
but it wants cigarette makers 
to push for safety on tobacco 
farms. 

Human Rights Watch details 
findings from interviews with 
more than 140 children work¬ 


ing on farms in North Carolina, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Vir¬ 
ginia, where a majority of the 
countiy’s tobacco is grown. 

Human Rights Watch met 
with many of the world’s big¬ 


gest cigarette makers and to¬ 
bacco suppliers to discuss its 
findings and push them to 
adopt or strengthen policies to 
prevent the practices in their 
supply chains. 


Altria Group Inc., owner of 
Philip Morris USA, said it wants 
suppliers to follow the law. But 
Altria spokesman Jeff Caldwell 
said that restricting tobacco 
work to people 18 and over “is 


really contraiy to a lot of the 
current practices that are in 
place in the U.S. and is at odds 
in these communities where 
family farming is really a way 

of life.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


About 736,500 children 
under 18 were reported to 
have worked on U.S. farms 
in 2012, but there are no 
figures for children working 
on tobacco farms, accord¬ 
ing to the federally funded 
National Children’s Center 
for Rural and Agricultural 
Health and Safety. 

Nearly three-quarters of 
the children interviewed 
in 2012 and 2013 reported 
vomiting, nausea and head¬ 
aches while working. The 
symptoms are consistent 
with Green Tobacco Sick¬ 
ness, which occurs when 
workers absorb nicotine 
through their skin while 
handling tobacco plants. 


Tensions rise in northeast Nigeria 


Islamic militants again at¬ 
tacked the remote Nigerian 
town from which nearly 300 
schoolgirls were kidnapped, 
Nigeria’s militaiy said Wednes¬ 
day, resulting in a firelight that 
killed 12 soldiers and led angiy 
troops to fire on a command¬ 
ing officer. 

Soldiers said the troops 
fired at a senior officer who 
came to pay respects to the 
killed soldiers, whose bodies 
were brought to a barracks in 
Maiduguri, the capital of north¬ 
eastern Bomo state, about 130 


kilometres north of the town 
of Chibolc, where the girls were 
abducted a month ago. 

The failure of Nigeria’s gov¬ 
ernment and militaiy to find 
them after the April 15 mass 
abduction has brought mount¬ 
ing national and international 
outrage and forced Nigeria’s 
government to accept inter¬ 
national help. 

On Tuesday morning, after 
learning about an impending 
attack by the militants, vil¬ 
lagers ambushed two trucks 
with gunmen, according to 


residents and a security official. 
At least 10 militants were de¬ 
tained, and scores were killed, 
the official said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. It was 
not immediately clear where 
the detainees were being held. 

At least 276 of the school¬ 
girls are still held captive, with 
the group’s leader threatening 
to sell them into slaveiy. In a 
video released on Monday, he 
offered to release the girls in 
exchange for the freedom of 
jailed Boko Haram members.

Former editor says he hacked Kate's phone 



The former royal editor of the 
News of the World said Wed¬ 
nesday that he repeatedly 
hacked the voicemails of Prince 
William, Prince Harry and Kate 
Middleton in the months be¬ 
fore he was arrested for illegal 
eavesdropping in 2006. 

Under cross examination at 
Britain’s phone hacking trial, 
Clive Goodman acknowledged 
he had listened to Middleton’s 
voicemails 155 times, Prince 
William’s 35 times and Prince 


Hany’s nine times. 

Goodman was briefly jailed 
in 2007, along with private in¬ 
vestigator Glenn Mulcaire, for 
hacking the phones of royal 
aides. But Goodman said police 
and prosecutors never asked 
him if he had also targeted 
members of the royal family. 

“I have been as open and 
honest about hacking as I can 
be, but nobody has asked me 
any questions about this be¬ 
fore,” said Goodman, 56. 


Earlier in the trial the juiy 
was read transcripts of inter¬ 
cepted phone messages be¬ 
tween William and Kate from 
the days when they were court¬ 
ing. She became the Duchess of 
Cambridge when they married 
in 2011. 

Goodman said Kate was first 
targeted in late 2005, when 
she was becoming “a figure of 
increasing importance around 
the royal family.”

High court

Opening door to 
deportation. Court 
rejects terror suspect’s 
constitutional challenge 
of security certificate 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
has upheld the national secur¬ 
ity certificate against terror sus¬ 
pect Mohamed Harlcat, opening 
the door to the next step in de¬ 
porting him. 

The high court also rejected 
Harlcat’s constitutional chal¬ 
lenge of the security certificate 


regime, unanimously ruling 
that the process — while not 
perfect — is consistent with the 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 

“It’s difficult to put it in 
words,” Harlcat’s lawyer Norm 
Boxall said Wednesday after the 
decision was released. “I can’t 
think of another word to say, 
other than it was devastating.” 

Added Harlcat’s wife, Sophie, 
as she and her husband were 
getting into a car to leave: “We 
wifi fight them all the way.” 

Harlcat, 45, has said he could 
face torture if returned to his 
native Algeria, raising questions

Three teens from the Halifax 
area face charges after they 
allegedly kidnapped another 
young man and ordered him 
to commit robberies.

sor, N.S., and told the clerk he 
was being forced to commit a 
robbeiy and to call police.

The former pizza deliveiy 
man was taken into custody in 
Ottawa in December 2002 on 
suspicion of being an al-Qaida 
sleeper agent. He denies any in¬ 
volvement with terrorism. 

The federal government is 
trying to deport the Algerian 
refugee on a security certificate 
— a seldom-used tool in immi¬ 
gration law for removing non¬ 
citizens suspected of extremism 
or espionage. 

Harkat’s lawyers argued the 
process was unfair because the 
person named in a security cer¬ 
tificate doesn’t see the full case 


against them. 

In its ruling, the Supreme 
Court said the security certifi¬ 
cate regime does not violate 
the person’s right to know and 
challenge the allegations they 
face. However, the high court 
provided detailed guidance on 
applying the process to ensure 
it is fair. 

Federal Court Justice Simon 
Noel ruled in 2010 that there 
were grounds to believe Harkat 
is a security threat who main¬ 
tained ties to Osama bin Laden’s 
terror network after coming to 
Canada.

An Ohio appeals court has 
upheld a judge’s order that a 
father can’t have more kids 
until he pays his back child 
support.

Instead the ap¬ 
peals court said it didn’t have 
enough information to decide 
the merits of the case without 
a copy of the pre-sentence 
report detailing Asim Taylor’s 
background.

Trudeau urged to drop abortion benchmark 


The Roman Catholic arch¬ 
bishop of Toronto is asking 
Justin Trudeau to reconsider 
his decision to bar would-be 
Liberal candidates who do not 
endorse the party policy on 
abortion. 

Cardinal Thomas Collins 
wrote to the Liberal leader 
Wednesday to say he is deeply 
concerned about the contro¬ 
versy. 

Collins said he understands 
the need for party discipline, 


but questions whether that 
discipline can extend to mat¬ 
ters of conscience. 

“Political leaders surely 
have the right to insist on 
party unity and discipline in 
political matters which are 
within the legitimate scope of 
their authority,” Collins wrote. 

“But that political authority 
is not limitless: it does not ex¬ 
tend to matters of conscience 
and religious faith. It does not 
govern all aspects of life.” 


Trudeau has said the party 
won’t accept new candidates 
who are not pro-choice on 
abortion, although sitting MPs 
will be allowed to run even if 
they oppose the practice. 

“As a party, we are steadfast 
in our belief... that it is not for 
any government to legislate 
what a woman chooses to do 
with her body, and that is the 
bottom line there,” Trudeau 
said last week. 

“I have made it clear that 


future candidates need to be 
completely understanding that 
they will be expected to vote 
pro-choice on any bills.” 

In his letter, the cardinal re¬ 
minded Trudeau — who was 
raised in the Catholic faith of 
his famous father — that the 
patron saint of politicians, 
Thomas More, was executed 
for following his conscience 
against the political authority 
of his day.

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Storms migrating 
en masse out of 
tropics, study finds 


Not in the Atlantic. 

Storms there drift 
northward only 6.5 
km a decade, which 
could just be random, 
researcher says 


Tropical cyclones worldwide 
are moving out of the tropics 
and more toward the poles 
and generally larger popula¬ 
tions, likely because of global 
warming, a new study finds. 
Atlantic hurricanes, however, 
don’t follow this trend. 

While other studies have 
looked at the strength and 
frequency of the storms, 
which are called hurricanes 
in North America, this is the 
first study that looks at where 
they are geographically when 
they peak. It found in the last 
30 years, tropical cyclones, 
regardless of their size, are 
peaking 53 kilometres far¬ 
ther north each decade in the 


Japanese region 


In the region where Japan 
tracks cyclones, they are 
peaking 68 kilometres 
farther north each decade. 
That means cyclones that 
used to hit their strongest 
around the same latitude 
as the northern Philippines 
are now peaking closer to 
Hong Kong, Taiwan, Shang¬ 
hai, Japan and South Korea. 


Northern Hemisphere and 61 
kilometres farther south each 
decade in the Southern Hemi¬ 
sphere. That means about 160 
kilometres toward the more 
populous mid-latitudes since 
1982, the starting date for the 
study released Wednesday by 
the journal Nature. 

“The storms en masse are 
migrating out of the trop¬ 
ics,” said study lead author 
James Kossin of the National 
Climatic Data Center and the 
University of Wisconsin. 


Kossin and colleagues say 
the changes start with man¬ 
made global warming, which 
alters air circulation from the 
tropics to just farther north 
and south. 

In the tropics, those chan¬ 
ges increase upper atmos¬ 
phere wind shifts called shear 
that weaken cyclone develop¬ 
ment. At higher latitudes the 
changes decrease the storm- 
decapitating shear, making 
those areas more favourable 
for storm intensification. 

“The tropics are becom¬ 
ing less hospitable” for these 
storms, Kossin said. 

Past storm studies have 
been criticized because data 
doesn’t go back many years. 
But Kossin, his colleagues and 
outside scientists say that by 
looking at where geographic¬ 
ally storms hit their peak this 
study avoids problems with 
haphazard measurements 
and thus can make a strong¬ 
er connection to climate 
change.

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Ukraine launches peace talks, 
but doesn’t invite insurgents 



Negotiations. ‘Ready 
for a dialogue,' says 
president, but not with 
pro-Russia gunmen 


Ukraine’s government 

launched talks Wednesday on 
decentralizing power as part of 
a European-backed peace plan 
but didn’t invite its main foes, 
the pro-Russia insurgents who 
have declared independence in 
the east. 

That deliberate oversight 
left it unclear whether the ne¬ 
gotiations might help cool the 
tensions in the east. 

In his opening remarks, 
acting President Olelcsandr 
Turchynov said authorities 
were “ready for a dialogue” but 
insisted they will not talk to the 
pro-Russia gunmen who have 
seized buildings and fought 
government troops across east¬ 
ern Ukraine. 


“Let’s have a dialogue, let’s 
discuss specific proposals,” 
Turchynov said, “But those 
armed people who are trying to 
wage a war on their own coun¬ 
try, those who are with arms 
in their hands trying to dictate 
their will, or rather the will of 
another countiy, we will use 
legal procedures against them 
and they will face justice.” 

Insurgents in the east 
shrugged off the roundtable 
talks as meaningless. 

“We haven’t received any 
offers to join a roundtable and 
dialogue,” Denis Pushilin, an 
insurgent leader in Donetsk. “If 
the authorities in Kyiv want a 
dialogue, they must come here. 
If we go to Kyiv, they will arrest 
us.” 

Asked if they would be will¬ 
ing to take part in discussions 
if the round table was held 
in the east, Pushilin said that 
“talks with Kyiv authorities 
could only be about one thing: 
the recognition of the Donetsk 


People’s Republic.” 

Turchynov chaired the 
first in a series of roundtables 
with spiritual leaders, law¬ 


makers, government figures 
and regional officials as part of 
a peace plan crafted by the Or¬ 
ganization for Security and Co¬ 


operation in Europe, a security 
group that also includes Russia 
and the United States.

Musa’s 
relatives believe he slipped 
through the balcony’s railing 
Sunday evening. 

Hennepin County Med¬ 
ical Center spokeswoman 
Christine Hill says the boy was 
in critical but stable condition 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Tina Slusher of the hos¬ 
pital’s pediatric intensive care 
unit said that Musa landed on a 
small patch of mulch.

Bill aims to tackle 
record jobless rate

A bill that would guarantee 
eveiy Canadian a basic income 
— regardless of whether they 
have a job — took a step closer 
to fruition Wednesday, as the 
governing Newer Democratic 
Party introduced amendments 
to placate the Opposition. 

Proposed changes include 
indexing the minimum income 
to inflation, tax credits for com¬ 
panies that hire human work¬ 
ers and stricter requirements 
on who can apply. 

“The viability of the Can¬ 
adian economy should tran¬ 
scend partisan bickering,” NDP 
Leader Christina Sandberg said 
in a holocast with reporters. 
“We’re willing to meet the Neo- 
Conservatives halfway, but it’s 
up to them to show Canadians 
they care more about the for¬ 
tunes of people than robots.” 

The original bill was un¬ 
veiled in 2063, less than three 


weeks after news broke that 
Canada’s unemployment rate 
had tipped the scales at 50.3 
per cent. The historic jobless 
numbers — driven largely by 
automation in the manufactur¬ 
ing and service sectors — sent 
the economy into a tailspin. 

“What’s the incentive for 
companies to make products 
or offer services if the majority 
of the population can’t afford 
to buy them?” Bank of Canada 
president Tomas Grant intoned 
the day after the numbers were 
released. 

The Opposition Neo-Con¬ 


servative Party initially balked 
at the proposed Guaranteed 
Income Act, with leader Rich 
Wyteman calling it “a com¬ 
plete capitulation to socialism.” 
However, in recent weeks there 
have been signs the party may 
have softened its stance. 

Without some support from 
the Neo-Conservatives, the min¬ 
ority NDP won’t have enough 
votes in Parliament to pass the 
legislation. In a bid to get the 
bill to second reading, the NDP 
introduced a watered-down 
version in the House Wednes¬ 
day. The planned corporate tax 


hike, which experts 
say is necessaiy to 
fund the program, 
has been reduced 
to 50 per cent from 
65 per cent, and ac¬ 
cess to the program 
would be restricted 
to Canadian citizens. 

The NDP wanted 
coverage to include 
permanent residents. 

NDP Finance Minister 
Brent Francis reiterated 
that nearly half the $800-bil- 
lion cost of the program 
would be found by cutting 
programs made redundant by 
the minimum income grant. “I 
think a lot of people forget that 
we’re already paying for a lot 
of this,” Francis said. “Once the 
guaranteed minimum income 
is in place, the government will 
no longer have to administer 
and pay for programs like un¬ 
employment insurance, wel¬ 
fare, skills training or child tax 
credits.” 

It remains to be seen 
whether the Neo-Conservatives 
will lend their support to the 
amended bill, or if they will 
provide an alternative solu¬ 
tion to Canada’s increasingly 
imbalanced economy. “Eveiy 
day the government fails to act, 
more Canadian families suffer,” 
said Kwame Johansen, an anti¬ 
poverty activist in Ottawa. “The 
economy has changed irrevoc¬ 
ably, and we as a country need 
to change with it.” 


The 

legislation 
has received 
mixed reviews 
from Canada’s busi¬ 
ness community. “As staff¬ 
ing costs have approached 
zero, we’ve seen profit margins 
soar in our industry,” said Kevin 
Kelly, chair of the Canadian 
Restaurant Association. 

“If this policy gets more 
people shopping and eating 
out, our members are con¬ 
fident that any losses from 
higher taxes will be offset by 
increased revenues. 

“This is nothing but a tax on 
success,” countered Chad Han¬ 
son, CEO ofOfficeBotlndustries, 
an Ontario-based company that 
supplies custom worker soft¬ 


ware to 

the finance industry. 

“Not only will this discour¬ 
age companies from investing 
in Canada, it will discourage 
Canadians from getting the 
skills and education they need 
to thrive in this new economy.” 

Johansen called Hanson’s 
comments “misleading.” 

“The era of big corporate tax 
cuts and incentives is over,” he 
said. “It made sense back when 
these companies created jobs 
in Canada, but not now.”

Robot redundancy. NGO voices health concerns over 
Alberta restaurant’s decision to hire human waitstaff 


An upscale eateiy in Alberta 
is cooking up controversy by 
hiring human wait staff. 

Tailing Ponds, a seafood 
restaurant in an affluent Fort 
McMurray neighbourhood, 
recently replaced its robot 
servers with humans in a bid 
to attract more clientele. 

“With the invention of 
robo-servers, dining has be¬ 
come increasingly imperson¬ 
al,” said Frida Williams, the 
restaurant’s owner. “We be¬ 
lieve there’s a market for fine 


dining with a personalized, 
human touch.” 

Having to pay human 
staff is expected to double 
the restaurant’s expenses, 
but Williams is confident her 
customers will shell out more 
to have their haddock served 
by a real person. Despite the 
initial capital investment in 
robo-servers, the cost of hu¬ 
man servers is greater over 
time, Williams said. 

“Our market research 
shows that not only do people 


prefer human staff, they’re 
also willing to pay a premium 
for that experience,” she said. 

The move has caught the 
attention of the Alberta Sani¬ 
tation Society (ASS), a health- 
based NGO that sprang up 
in the wake of the wake of 
the deadly H9N1 outbreak in 
2029. 

Members of the group pro¬ 
tested via holocast outside 
of Tailing Ponds on Wednes¬ 
day. “They may think this is 
a novelty, but having people 


handle your food is a prime 
vector for disease transmis¬ 
sion,” said ASS activist Lind¬ 
sey Hubler. “These diners 
might as well be eating their 
meals off of the floor.” 

Williams said the restau¬ 
rant has complied with all 
municipal health bylaws, and 
stressed that the servers have 
little contact with the food. 

“Eveiy meal is cooked per¬ 
sonally by our Italian-made 
robot chef,” she said.

LURID SEX SCENE IN 
EDUCATION PROGRAM 
OUTRAGES PARENTS 




Parents are expressing out¬ 
rage after it was revealed 
on Wednesday that hackers 
had broken into Lemon- 
adeStand#2, a popular chil¬ 
dren’s teaching module, and 
added a disturbing sex scene. 

“This raises real concerns. 
I don’t even know what to tell 
them,” said Esmerelda, who 
says her children had previ¬ 
ously taken courses in the 
LemonadeStand#2 program. 

The hacked software was 
discovered when an eight- 
year-old student attending 
Canopy Childminding Centre 
in Auckland, Aus¬ 
tralia, asked 
her facilita¬ 
tor why 
a young , 
couple 
was 
naked 
in the 
Lem¬ 
onade 
Stand 
module. 

The facilita¬ 
tor, Madiha 
Osman, says she 
blocked the module from 
the system and notified edu¬ 
cation officials at 4DEdu im¬ 
mediately. 

“I was shocked,” Osman 
told Metro. “At least the older 
students will be used to see¬ 
ing such things but I don’t 
want to be the one to explain 
sex to the younger ones. 
What if the couple asked the 
child to join them?” 


She says children from 
seven to 12 years old typ¬ 
ically access the program de¬ 
veloped by the private educa¬ 
tion firm, with most users 
being around eight or 
nine. The module 
takes anywhere 
from two to six 
months to com¬ 
plete and the 
scene in ques¬ 
tion was dis¬ 
covered nearly 
halfway through 
the course. 

It is unclear at 
this point when the 
program was hacked, 
but officials told Metro they 
are investigating. 

“We seriously doubt that 
this intrusion could have been 
inserted veiy long ago with¬ 
out any students mentioning 
it,” said Education Canada’s 
Deputy Minister Indira Mc- 
Kalfie, “but we are working 
with 4DEdu and with police 
to pinpoint a timeline and 
safeguard against intrusions 
in other programs.”

Parents say the response 
is not good enough. “What 
changes in security have they 
made since the war hack¬ 
ing?” said Chwinabe Olcafor, 
head of the Urban Canadian 
Parents Association (UCPA). 
“The ministiy has to be held 
responsible for what our chil¬ 
dren are experiencing. I won¬ 
der how they would feel if it 
was their kid interacting with 
the couple.” 

Police say the student was 
physically unharmed but they 
are working with 4DEdu to 
determine if any other chil¬ 
dren were touched or other¬ 
wise engaged with inappro¬ 
priately. Counselors will also 
be working with the students. 

LemonadeStand#2 is avail¬ 
able in 38 countries and is a 
Business 1, Math 3, Reading 
2, and Fitness 1 level program 
optimized for left-brain audi- 
toiy learners, with Math and 
Fitness levels being adjustable.

Callsfor

A number of intrusions in the 
past fewyears have led parents 
to campaign for greater gov¬ 
ernment oversight of 4DEdu 
and Sail Global, the two lar¬ 


gest education firms in the 
market. In March of last year 
it was discovered that opera¬ 
tives had hacked into a New 
Canadian Bank-sponsored 
B15M11 module that would 
lead students to conclude the 
bank was responsible for the 
market crash of 2018.

modules, nearly erasing any 
mention of concentration 
camps.

The 
UCPA has not yet called for 
such extreme measures but 
are working with ministiy 
officials to find appropriate 
safeguards.

Proposal aims to ban 
driftnets, known 
for indiscriminately 
catching and killing 
anything caught within 
the huge nets 


The European Union’s execu¬ 
tive on Wednesday proposed 
to ban all use of driftnets in 
EU waters and on its vessels 
by year’s end to better enforce 
the protection of dolphins, 
sharks, swordfish and bluefin 
tuna. 

Driftnets stretching for 
miles close to the surface have 
often been responsible for the 
incidental capture and kill¬ 
ing of thousands of marine 
animals that are important to 
the ecosystem. They were also 
responsible for indiscrimin¬ 


ate fishing that often resulted 
in huge by-catches with little 
commercial value. 

Often they were called the 
“walls of death” since they 


trapped and killed anything 
within nets that could meas¬ 
ure dozens of kilometres. 

“Fishing with driftnets 
destroys marine habitats, en¬ 


dangers marine wildlife and 
threatens sustainable fish¬ 
eries,” said EU Fisheries Com¬ 
missioner Maria Damanaki.

Sears is considering sell¬ 
ing its struggling Canadian 
operations, a move that will 
likely lead to the closure of 
its brick-and-mortar stores in 
this country and make room 
for a new retailer to enter the 
market. 

The U.S. parent company, 
owned by Sears Holdings 
in Chicago and controlling 
shareholder Edward Lampert, 
said Wednesday it was look¬ 
ing at strategic options for its 
51 per cent interest in Sears 
Canada, including the pos¬ 
sible sale. 

While Sears Canada says 
it will co-operate with the 
Sears Holdings review and in¬ 
sists its Canadian stores will 
continue to operate as usual, 
observers see the move as the 
beginning of the end. 

“I’m not sure that we’re 
going to have the Sears brand 
in Canada because I’m not 
sure that anybody wants to

buy the operating business; 
it’s under-invested,” said 
Mark Satov, founder of Satov 
Consultants Inc. in Toronto. 

“There are some people in

Netflix increased its share of 
fixed-line Internet traffic in 
North America in the first 
half of 2014, accounting for 
34 per cent of data flowing 
to consumers during peak 
times, up from 32 per cent in 
the latter half of 2013. 

That’s according to a new 
report from Sandvine Inc., a 
Canadian networking servi¬ 
ces company. 

Sandvine also found that 
file-sharing — the main tool 
of content piracy — had fall¬ 
en to 8.3 per cent of all daily 
network traffic, compared to 
31 per cent in 2008, as legit¬ 
imate options flourished. 

Sandvine for the first time 
identified Internet users who 
are likely “cord cutters,” or 
those likely to drop trad¬ 
itional pay TV. They were 
the top 15 per cent heaviest 
users of streaming audio and 
video. 

The group accounted for 


54 per cent of all Internet 
traffic, consuming on aver¬ 
age 212 gigabytes of data 
per month. That would be 
roughly equivalent to watch¬ 
ing 100 hours of video per 
month, Sandvine said. 

Meanwhile, the bottom 
15 per cent of streamers 
accounted for less than 1 
per cent of all traffic, aver¬ 
aging under 5 GB of data per 
month and streaming enter¬ 
tainment less than 1 hour a 


month. 

The report comes amid 
public feuding between Net¬ 
flix Inc. and Internet service 
providers about who should 
pay for network improve¬ 
ments needed to maintain 
quality video streams. Feder¬ 
al regulators are also propos¬ 
ing rules that could permit 
new fast lanes on the Inter¬ 
net for companies that pay 
for the privilege.

The last time we spoke in 
2011, he was headed to Cal¬ 
gary in the dead of winter. 
He freely admitted the de¬ 
cision was easy because he 
was “a whore for the giggle” 
after the host named a price 
he couldn’t refuse. 

The comedian who cut 
his teeth in the business as a 
self-described “jackass” has 
credits in The Hangover ser¬ 
ies, Old School, Sex and the 
City, and Entourage, and is 
returning to Edmonton as 
part of his latest tour. 

Perhaps part of his on¬ 
screen charm has been his 
ability to pull off the bad 
boy role. 

His persona appears to 
operate at arm’s length 
so you never really know 
what’s coming next. Despite 
his success playing beauti¬ 
fully cringe-worthy roles, 
Callen is starting to take a 
different approach to his 
craft. 

In addition to a success¬ 
ful podcast series — sim¬ 
ply titled The Bryan Callen 
Show — that focuses on

“Then there is my daugh¬ 
ter, who looks to me for 
what masculinity should 
look like, and I don’t want 
her dating a guy like me. I 
got to be an adult and set an 
example. It sucks, man!” he 
says with a laugh. 

He plans on sharing 
every awkward, authentic, 
and hilarious discovery with 
his audience. 

But that doesn’t mean 
Callen knows what he is go¬ 
ing to say when he gets on 
stage.

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Too few women? Cannes lacks female- directed entries 


Gender politics flared at the 
opening of the 67th Cannes 
Film Festival Wednesday as 
Palme d’Or jury president Jane 
Campion railed against male 
domination of the movies. 

“It does feel very undemo¬ 
cratic, and women do notice, 
you know,” the New Zealand 
filmmaker said, noting that 
just two of the 18 films she 
and her fellow jury members 
will judge in the days ahead 
were directed by women. 


“Time and time again we 
don’t get our share of rep¬ 
resentation ... the guys get to 
eat all the cake.” 

Campion, the only woman 
in the festival’s histoiy to win 
the Palme — she took it for 
The Piano in 1993 — said she 
was told by Cannes selectors 
that 93 per cent of the films 
submitted to the fest were 
made by men, so there was 
bound to be an imbalance. 
She said she understands 


this and doesn’t resent the 
success of male filmmakers, 
“but there is something that 
women are thinking and do¬ 
ing that we don’t get to know 
enough about.” 

Despite her strong feelings 
on this issue, Campion pledged 
that she and her fellow jurors 
will “vote with our hearts and 
our consciences” and not fol¬ 
low any political or cultural 
agenda. Campion’s comments 
ironically came right after the 


press screening and press con¬ 
ference for opening gala film 
Grace of Monaco, in which 
Nicole Kidman plays Grace 
Kelly, the actress who gave 
up Hollywood and found her¬ 
self trapped in a male-dom¬ 
inated kingdom. Campion’s 
nine-member jury tilts more 
female than male, with five 
women and four men, an 
international mix of actors 
and directors.

Conan for four 
more years 

Team Coco will continue 
to play for TBS for four 
more years. The network 
says Conan O’Brien 
will be sticking around 
with his late-night hour 
through 2018. 

Conan premiered on 
TBS in November 2010. 

It airs Monday through 
Thursday at 11 p.m. East¬ 
ern time. 

The announcement 
Wednesday comes with 
the late-night landscape 
in flux at rival networks. 
In recent months Jimmy 
Fallon has taken over 
NBC’s Tonight Show from 
Jay Leno, while David 
Letterman has announced 
his retirement next year 
from CBS’ Late Show, with 
Stephen Colbert taking 
over. 

Before joining TBS, 
O’Brien had hosted NBC’s 
Late Night followed by 
a brief stint as star of 
Tonight. 

Recently TBS an¬ 
nounced that in 2015, 
O’Brien will become the 
first late-night host to 
broadcast his show from 
San Diego’s Comic-Con.

ABC. Network’s fall schedule rich in ethnic diversity 


ABC will add a new drama from 
Scandal and Grey’s Anatomy 
powerhouse producer Shonda 
Rhimes to its schedule in the 
fall, giving her ownership of 
Thursday night on a network 
that’s lagging behind its com¬ 
petitors among advertiser-fa¬ 
voured young adults. 

Rhimes’ How to Get Away 
With Murder, a legal thriller 
starring Viola Davis, is among 
12 new series that will occupy 
an ABC schedule that’s heavy 
on crime dramas and rich in 
ethnic diversity. Rhimes is “one 


of the greatest voices on tele¬ 
vision,” ABC Entertainment 
Group president Paul Lee said 
Tuesday before the network 
presented its new schedule to 
advertisers. 

Grey’s Anatomy will move 
to 8 p.m. Thursday, followed by 
Scandal at 9 p.m. How to Get 
Away With Murder will close 
out the evening at 10 p.m. That 
will bolster what has been a 
weak 8 p.m. slot for ABC and 
give the new drama a strong 
launching pad, Lee said. 

ABC and its heavily female 


audience ranks third in view- 
ership this season behind CBS 
and NBC, but is fourth among 
the 18-to-49-year-old demo¬ 
graphic it cares most about. The 
network, known for its multi¬ 
ethnic casts, is adding shows 
focused primarily on non-white 
characters or with minority 
creators — something often 
missing from major broadcast 
networks. 

The new sitcoms include 
Black-ish, starring Anthony An¬ 
derson and Tracee Ellis Ross as 
a suburban family trying to em¬ 


brace their African-American 
identity, and Fresh Off the Boat, 
about an immigrant Chinese 
family pursuing the American 
dream in the 1990s and based 
on chef Eddie Huang’s memoir 
with the same title. 

Cristela, another comedy, is 
about an ambitious law student 
(Cristela Alonzo) at odds with 
her traditional Mexican-Amer- 
ican family. 

ABC hits Modem Family 
and Scandal have benefited 
from their inclusivity, Lee said.

It’s no Little Secret 
how Quincy Jones 
feels about Nikki 


Collaboration. 
Legendary producer 
says Montreal's Nikki 
Yanofsky blew him away 
with live performance 


Music impresario Quincy Jones 
recalls being in his living room 
wearing a bathrobe and drink¬ 
ing a blueberry smoothie when 
he heard prodigious Montreal 
vocalist Nikki Yanofsky sing 
live for the first time. 

It was about six years ago 
and Jones — producer of Mi¬ 
chael Jackson’s chart-smashing 
albums Off the Wall, Thriller 
and Bad — had connected with 
Yanofsky through a mutual 
friend after learning she was 
performing tunes by the likes 
of Ella Fitzgerald and Count 
Basie using his arrangements. 

“It blew me away,” the 27- 
time Grammy Award winner 
said in an interview in a Toron¬ 
to hotel room. 

“You know it right away if 
it is there and if it’s not there. 
The first four bars, you know 
what’s up.” 

Jones said he also knew im¬ 
mediately that he wanted to 
work with the internationally

acclaimed jazz-pop singer with 
the jaw-dropping vocal range 
and sensational scatting abil¬ 
ities. 

And he did, first at a jazz fes¬ 
tival in Europe, and now on her 
newly released album, Little 
Secret. 

Jones executive produced 
the 12-traclc studio release, and 
it has his master touch all over 
it — from the slick arrange¬ 
ments to samples of his 1962 
hit Soul Bossa Nova and even 
snippets of his speaking voice. 

Fusing jazz and pop, the 
album is a vintage funk-soul 
offering with horn beats and a 
feel reminiscent of the works 
of Amy Winehouse and Sharon 
Jones & the Dap-Kings. 

At 20, Yanofsky naturally 
comes across on the album — 
and in person — as more ma¬ 
ture than when she first gained 
attention as a brace-faced teen 
muscling her way through clas¬ 
sics including Fitzgerald’s Air¬ 
mail Special. 

The Juno-nominated prod¬ 


igy said she wanted to “bridge 
jazz with popular culture in 
a new way that hadn’t really 
been done in a while. I just 
wanted to find a new way to 
bring it to my generation.” 

Yanofsky — who is also well 
known for singing I Believe, 
CTV’s broadcast theme for the 
2010 Winter Olympics — said 
she focused on melody first and 
lyrics second. It’s advice she got 
from Jones during the record¬ 
ing process, which took place 
over two years in Montreal and 
California. 

Jones said he plans to col¬ 
laborate with Yanofsky again, 
and the two are due to tour in 
Europe together this summer. 

“I just love being with this 
guy,” she said, squeezing his 
arm. 

Jones said Yanofsky is “not 
going to stop here, she’s going 
to keep evolving, and that’s 
important. Veiy important. You 
don’t want to get stuck on one 
thing, you know. No, that’s not 
her trip.” the Canadian press

Season finale. Actor 
isn’t sure if she’ll 
tune in for her Grey’s 
Anatomy departure 


After 10 seasons of sobs and 
scrubs on Grey’s Anatomy, 
Ottawa-raised star Sandra 
Oh isn’t convinced she’ll be 
able to watch her character 
depart from the series in 
Thursday’s season finale. 

Oh — who has endeared 
herself to audiences as 
steely perfectionist Dr. Cris¬ 
tina Yang on the ABC medic¬ 
al drama — says she hasn’t 
really watched the series, 
save for the pilot when she 
thought: “Exciting, hey, 
I have a job, I’m going to 
watch the first episode!”’ 

She finds it “kind of un¬ 
bearable” to see herself act¬ 
ing, she explained with a 
laugh in a recent telephone 
interview. Plus, she gets 
enough satisfaction from 
already knowing the story 
lines and acting them out. 

Still, Oh has considered 
catching her final episode, 
which — if a recent promo 
is any indication — is sure 
to elicit tears as it airs at 9 
p.m. ET on CTV. 

“Maybe I should watch it. 
I guess I’ll watch it at home. 
I don’t know! Dinnertime 
might get in the way, I don’t 
know!” the affable actress 
exclaimed from Los Angel¬ 
es. “I’ll probably just watch 
it by myself here at home.” 

“But I feel like I want 
to say goodbye on my 
own time that’s not on, 
like, Thursday nights at 9 
o’clock, that’s not on the 
schedule,” added Oh, who 
won a Golden Globe for the 
role. 

“So if ... it feels right to 
me, then I’ll watch it. And 
it if doesn’t, then I’ll watch 
it in 10 years from now, or 
whenever it feels right.” 

Oh announced last Au¬ 
gust that the 10th season 
of Grey’s would be her last, 
ending a tenure in which 
she has deftly portrayed a 
roller coaster of emotions 
in plenty of high-drama 
situations as keener Cris¬ 


tina. 

She said she arrived at 
the decision two years ago 
when a friend of hers who 
ran Chicago’s Victory Gar¬ 
dens Theater asked her 
when she was planning to 
leave Grey’s. At that point, 
her contract was due to ex¬ 
pire at the end of the 10th 
season and Oh said she “just 
could not imagine the show 
going more than 10 sea¬ 
sons.” 

“So I said, ‘Definitely, 
legally all that stuff, I am 
done May of 2014,’ and he 
goes, ‘Fine, we’re booking a 
play in 2014.’” 

That play is Ariel Dorf- 
man’s Death and the Maid¬ 
en, which runs June 13 to 
July 13. Oh plays a former 
political prisoner who 
thinks she recognizes the 
man who tormented her in 
a military detention centre. 

“The play was starting 
to help me think about life 


beyond or past Grey’s,” said 
the five-time Emmy nom¬ 
inee. 

Oh said one of the great¬ 
est elements of the series 
has been the dynamic be¬ 
tween Cristina and her con¬ 
fidante, Dr. Meredith Grey 
(Ellen Pompeo). 

Oh has also loved por¬ 
traying “a woman who 
actually knows what she 
wants and has not com¬ 
promised her sense of be¬ 
ing, and chose her relation¬ 
ship to herself before her 
relationship to a partner or 
to a child.” 

“I think that’s a really im¬ 
portant face to have on tele¬ 
vision, a woman being true 
to herself and not comprom¬ 
ising,” she said. “It’s not like 
you don’t see her comprom¬ 
ise, because you have. But 
ultimately to the core of 
who she is, she’s always been 
committed to herself — and 
that is to be a great surgeon.” 

But would she consider 
returning for a cameo on the 
show? 

“Oh sure, if there’s like 
a final episode,” said Oh. “I 
mean, who knows how long 
this show is going to go on 
for. Yeah, I would love to, if 
they’ll have me.”

Kevin Spacey doesn’t shy away 
from taking big risks. 

It started when he was a 
teenager and switched high 
schools — to California’s Chats- 
worth — so he could work with 
two other actors he thought 
brilliant: Val Kilmer and Mare 
Winningham. 

“Everybody thought I was 
nuts to do that. I’ve been f—ing 
nuts my whole life,” he says in a 
recent phone interview. 

He continued this peripatet¬ 
ic path into adulthood, moving 
from California to New York to 
study drama, then all but leav¬ 
ing Hollywood behind 11 years 
ago to run The Old Vic theatre 
in London. “I love being dis¬ 
ruptive. I’ve been making deci¬ 


sions like that my whole life, so 
it was veiy exciting to me,” he 
says of the bold move. 

His latest shalceup is Now: 
In the Wings on a World Stage, 
a documentary he funded, pro¬ 
duced and starred in. With its 
release, Spacey becomes the 
first actor to self-distribute a 
film in the U.S. It’s a savvy busi¬ 
ness move that allows Spacey 
more control over the project. 

“I always wanted to be a 
good businessman as well as 
a good actor,” he says. “I’ve al¬ 
ways admired actors who were 
veiy good at business. My idol, 
Jack Lemon, was a veiy good 
businessman. Many people 
don’t even know he produced 
Cool Hand Luke.” 

The doc follows the Bridge 
Project, a theatre group, as they 
tour the globe on a grueling 
200-plus show production of 
Shakespeare’s Richard EL Sam 
Mendes is at the helm as dir¬ 
ector of the play, with Spacey 
playing the fated villain-hero — 
the veiy character on which his 
House of Cards President Frank 
Underwood is based. 

“It was coincidental,” he 
says of the occurrence of play¬ 


ing Richard III and then Frank 
Underwood. “House of Cards 
was being developed before I 
even knew I was doing Richard 
III.” 

The doc gives a glimpse of 
what life is hlce as part of a trav- 
eEing theatre group and the 
bonds that develop, peppered 
with some travelogue moments 

— Eke a cruise with the cast 
along Italy’s Amalfi Coast. In it, 
Spacey admits that Richard IE 
was the most difficult role he’d 
ever played. “It’s the second 
longest role in aE of Shake¬ 
speare’s canon after Hamlet. 
When Shakespeare wrote the 
play, he was quite young, and 
he didn’t use the device he used 
in later plays where he gave the 
actor breaks. In this particular 
play, out of 24 scenes, Richard 
is in 22 of them, so there’s lit- 
erally no time to take a breath.” 

Can Spacey pick a favourite 
moment from the tour? 

“It’s hard to pick out a fa¬ 
vourite,” he says. “But I suspect 
if I absolutely had to point at 
one, it would end up being 
the 14,000-seat amphitheatre 
in Greece — the Epidaurus 

— where we played three per¬

J.K. Rowling's 
next trilogy to hit 
theatres in 2016 

The first film in the 
trilogy inspired by J.K. 
Rowling’s book Fantas¬ 
tic Beasts and Where to 
Find Them will arrive in 
North American theatres 
on Nov. 18, 2016. 

Following the an¬ 
nouncement of the 
project in March, produ¬ 
cers have now given J.K.

The highly anticipat¬ 
ed spin-off on the Harry 
Potter movies will follow 
the adventures of the 
“magizoologist” Newt 
Scamander, who devotes 
his life to the study 
of magical creatures. 
Though set in an exten¬ 
sion of the Harry Potter 
universe, the new trilogy 
is expected to take place 
in New York around 70 
years before the young 
wizard’s birth. 

The three films in 
the Fantastic Beasts and 
Where to Find Them 
spin-off will be loosely 
adapted from the 54- 
page book of the same 
name, which Rowling 
published in 2001. afp 



Death. Searching for Sugar Man director commits 
suicide after battle with depression 


Malik Bendjelloul, director 
of the acclaimed Searching 
for Sugar Man documentary, 
was widely known for his en¬ 
thusiasm, kindness and high 
spirits — so the news Wed¬ 
nesday that he had taken his 
own life shocked colleagues 
around the world. 

Bendjelloul’s brother Jo- 
har Bendjelloul told Swed¬ 
ish daily Aftonbladet that 
his 36-year-old brother com¬ 
mitted suicide Tuesday after 


struggling with depression 
for a short period. “Life is 
not always simple,” Johar 
Bendjelloul said, adding that 
receiving the message that 
his brother had committed 
suicide was the worst thing 
he had ever experienced. 

“I don’t know how to 
handle it. I don’t know,” he 
said. 

Bendjelloul rose to inter¬ 
national fame in 2013 when 
his debut feature film, 


Searching for Sugar Man, 
won an Oscar for best docu¬ 
mentary. The film tells the 
story of how Detroit-based 
singer-songwriter Sixto Rod¬ 
riguez, who had flopped in 
the United States, became 
a superstar in apartheid-era 
South Africa without know¬ 
ing about it. 

British film producer 
Simon Chinn, who pro¬ 
duced Searching for Sugar 
Man together with Bend¬ 


jelloul, said he was shocked 
and deeply saddened by the 
news of his friend’s passing. 

“It seems so unbeliev¬ 
able,” Chinn told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press over the tele¬ 
phone. 

“I saw him two weeks ago 
in London. He was so full 
of life, hope and optimism 
and happiness, and looking 
forward to the future and fu¬ 
ture collaborations.”

That’s always 
aggravated me that it’s gone 
that way. I’m hoping one day 
I can have a professional high 
and a personal high.”

1. In a bowl combine beans, 1/4 
cup of the cilantro, lime juice, 
jalapeno, and chili powder; set 
aside. For cucumber relish, in a 
small bowl combine cucumber, 
radishes and remaining 1 table¬ 
spoon cilantro; set aside. 

2. In a medium saucepan 
cook sweet potatoes, covered, 
in lightly salted boiling water 
for 15 minutes or until tender; 
drain well. Return potatoes to 
saucepan and coarsely mash; 
stir in cumin. 

3. Spread mashed sweet pota¬ 
toes over half of each tortilla. 
Top each with beans, spinach, 
green onions, and cheese. Fold 
each tortilla in half over the fill¬ 
ing, pressing firmly. 


4. For a charcoal or gas grill, 
place quesadillas directly on 
the grill rack over medium 
heat. Cover and grill for 4 min¬ 
utes, turning once halfway 
through grilling. To serve, cut 
quesadillas into wedges and 
pass cucumber relish and, if 
desired, Greek yogurt sprinkled 
with paprika.

A canner’s garden is not your 
typical vegetable patch. With 
its full-scale production, dis¬ 
tinctive varieties and four- 
season harvests, it’s more for 
the future than the moment. 

“Canner’s gardens aren’t 
really so different in what 
they grow. Where they’re 
really different is in how 
much they grow,” said Dan¬ 
iel Gasteiger, author of Yes 
You Can! And Freeze and Dry 
It, Too (Cool Springs Press, 
2011 ). 

“Do some serious plan¬ 
ning,” said Gasteiger, of 
Lewisburg, Pa. “How often do 
I serve corn? How often do I 


Garden growth chart 


The biggest challenge facing 
food preservationists tends 
to be determining how much 
to grow. 

The Louisiana State Univer¬ 
sity AgCenter has created a 
vegetable production chart 
for expected crop yields per 
loo-foot rows of: 

• Lima beans (Bush): 

1 bushel shelled 
or 32 pounds 


• Beets: 100 pounds 


• Cabbage: 85 heads 


• Corn: 120 ears 


• Pepper (Bell): 125 pounds 


• Squash (Winter): 
150 pounds 


• Cucumbers: 170 pounds 


serve broccoli? Then consider 
how often you’ll use it in the 
form you’ll use to preserve 
it. I use broccoli much more 
often fresh than I do frozen.” 

“The smaller your space, 
the more important it is to 
use succession gardening,” 
Gasteiger said. That means 
planting a second crop in the 
same space after the first one 
is harvested. Shop for short- 
season varieties if planting 
successive crops. 

Also, choose cultivars care¬ 
fully. Some are better than 
others for canning, freezing 
or dehydrating. 

“If you’re going to plant 
to preserve, you’ll probably 
want the highest density 
(yielding) producers you can 
get,” Gasteiger said. “Can¬ 
ning tomatoes are typically 
much firmer and less flavour¬ 
ful than slicing tomatoes, but 
better (for canning) because 


• Strawberries: 170 pounds 


• Tomatoes (Slicers): 
250 pounds 



If you only have a 50 -foot 
row of a crop, cut the posted 
yield in half, LSU says. 

If you have a 10 -foot row, 
then use one-tenth of the 
posted yield. 


they hold together when 
cooked.” 

How long do 
canned foods last? 

“If the food was canned 
safely, it should remain safe 
indefinitely. No pathogens 
should grow on them,” said 
Jeanne Brandt, a professor 
and Master Food Preserver co¬ 
ordinator with Oregon State 
University. That program 
trains and certifies volunteers 
who help county extension 
staff provide food safety and 
preservation information. 

“Try not to preserve more 
than you can consume in a 
year or two, though, because 
the quality deteriorates,” 
Brandt said. “It breaks down 
in the jar. It toughens. The 
colour also changes dramatic- 
ally.” 

Kimberly Culbertson of 
Hillsboro, Oregon, is a Master 
Gardener who later earned a 
Master Food Preserver certifi¬ 
cate. 

“I got into preserving in 
part because it’s a step up 
from gardening,” she said. “I 
used to be in a rush to give 
away any surplus fresh vege¬ 
tables before they’d spoil. 
Now, as canned, I can share 
them throughout the year.” 

She also recommends 
freezing, pickling and 
dehydrating as a way of 
preserving different food 
groups and offering up dif¬ 
ferent flavours. 

“I individually quick- 
freeze fresh fruit, then pack¬ 
age it for the deep freeze so 
I can portion it out for cook¬ 
ing and snacking,” she said. 
“Dried fruits concentrate fla¬ 
vours and sweetness and add 
another dimension to cook¬ 
ing. 

“I pickle peppers and they 
can easily,” Culbertson said. 
“Tomatoes bring back sum¬ 
mer eveiy time I open a jar.”

The displays are an arresting mix of science and 
art.

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Eat outside in style. 

Combine the pretty 
and the practical 
when dining al fresco 


For years, it was enough to 
park a barbecue grill next to 
a picnic table on a patio and 
call it an “outdoor kitchen.” 
But over the past decade, 
North Americans have taken 
backyard cooking and dining 
to a new level, adding elabor¬ 
ate cooking islands, outdoor 
sinks and refrigerators, even 
outdoor TVs. 

Unless you have a really 
tall fence, this is the one 
“room” in your house that 
neighbours will see whether 
you invite them to or not, 
notes designer Sarah Fish- 
burne, director of trend and 
design for The Home Depot. 
That inspires many home- 
owners to pay extra attention 
to their outdoor entertaining 
area. 

Many of us also love the 
appeal of cooking and en¬ 
tertaining in a space that’s 
relatively indestructible, 
says designer Jeff Blunlcosky, 
owner of Pittsburgh Stone 
and Waterscapes. 

“If kids spill cake or Kool- 
Aid on your patio,” he says, 
“you just pull out your hose 
and hose it off.” 

Here are some thoughts 
from Flynn, Blunlcosky and 
Los Angeles-based designer 
Brian Patrick Flynn, creator 
of the design blog Flynnside- 
Out.com, about the elements 
that make a useful, beauti¬ 
ful outdoor kitchen without 
huge expense. 

Build an island 

About a decade ago, Blunlc- 
oslcy says, many homeowners 
began feeling that “a stand¬ 
alone grill just kind of stand¬ 
ing there” didn’t look that 
great in their backyards. Plus, 
it provided little workspace 
for prepping food. The an¬ 
swer was to build around it, 
incorporating the grill into a 
stone base with a countertop 
and drawers underneath — 
pretty and practical. 

Costs vary around the 
country, but these designers 
say an investment of $3,000 
to $5,000 US will cover a 
simple, six-foot-long cooking 
island with a basic grill em¬ 
bedded in it and a two-foot-

deep countertop area. The 
countertop serves as cooking 
prep space, and usually ex¬ 
tends out so that bar stools 
can be pulled up underneath 
to create a bar area for guests. 

To turn a cooking island 
into a full-service kitchen, 
add a refrigerator, sink and 
ice maker, plus more stor¬ 
age drawers. That involves 
running a water line and 
power line out to the struc¬ 
ture, so costs rise. So does the 
time the project takes, says 
Blunlcosky: Designing and in¬ 
stalling an elaborate cooking 
island surrounded by paving 
stones can take as long as 
putting an addition on your 
house. 

Bring the heat 

As people spend more on 
their outdoor kitchens, they 
want to use them for as much 
of the year as possible. 

Fireplaces, fire pits and 
heaters, either freestanding 
or wall-mounted, are good 
ways to extend the season 
for your outdoor kitchen. 
Outdoor pizza ovens have be¬ 
come popular, too. And grills 
have come a long way since 
the days when we poured 
lighter fluid on a pile of coals. 

Fishburne says the new 
generation of outdoor cooks 
wants more than steaks, 
hamburgers and hot dogs. 
“They’re thinking about Ko¬ 
rean barbecue,” she says, 
or asking, “How can I make 
breakfast outside?” 

The new Spirit Grill from 
Weber has “seven inter¬ 
changeable grates,” she says, 
including a pizza stone, pan¬ 
cake maker and poultiy rotis- 
serie attachment. Some buy¬ 
ers use it to make three meals 
a day outside, she says. Prices 
begin between $299 and $399 
US, but many of the attach¬ 
ments are sold separately. 

Grill quality is important, 
Blunlcosky says, especially in 
areas with harsh weather. But 
if you’re tiying to be strategic 
with money, Flynn points 
out that even a nice grill and 
other outdoor appliances 
might need to be replaced 
within five years. He recom¬ 
mends investing more in the 
permanent things (a higher- 
end cooking island or paving 
stones) rather than a hugely 
expensive grill. 

Frame the space 

Outdoor draperies can add 


privacy, inject colour and pat¬ 
tern, and set off your dining 
area as a distinct space, Flynn 
says. They also can make a 
small patio feel larger, he 
says: If you hang curtains 
that are seven or eight feet 
high, “you will emphasize 
the height of the space rather 
than emphasizing how small 
the footprint is.” 

Pergolas achieve the same 
effect, and used together, the 
two elements can create a 
dining area that feels luxuri¬ 
ous, at minimal expense. 

A pergola also gives you 
more options for built-in 
lighting. A chandelier or 
hanging pendant light over 
the dining table can make 
your outdoor space feel like 
a true dining room, and there 
are many designed for out¬ 
door use. Outdoor sconces 
can be hung on the pergola’s 
posts. 

Ace accessories 

Consider which splurges 
would serve you best: Extra 
electrical outlets? An outdoor 


icemalcer or small refriger¬ 
ator? Maybe an outdoor TV? 

As for tables and chairs, 
Fishburne says there are 
many options. Some clients, 
she says, invest in high-end 
brands with a reputation for 
lasting a decade or more. 

Brown Jordan, for in¬ 
stance, offers a 15-year war¬ 
ranty on the frames of their 
furniture, and Fishburne has 
“heard stories about people 
who have had Brown Jordan 
in their families for genera¬ 
tions.” 

If you have a relatively 
small outdoor space, Flynn 
suggests looking for mod¬ 
ular furniture pieces. Some 
outdoor sofas, he says, can 
be easily broken down into 
smaller sections that can be 
used as table seating. 

He also suggests adding a 
mobile bar cart to serve as a 
cocktail station or as a spot 
for serving dishes. It brings 
a bit of indoor style, and can 
easily be brought inside dur¬ 
ing bad weather.

Once a luxuiy product in 
home design, natural stone 
like marble has become com¬ 
mon in many kitchens and 
bathrooms. 

Marble has been used for 
many years in kitchens and 
bathrooms for countertops, 
baclcsplashes and shower and 
bathtub surrounds, but Kyla 
Bidgood says many home- 
owners are finding new ways 
to introduce marble, slate 
and other natural stone into 
their homes. 

“I just purchased a lamp 
for a client and it is a small al¬ 
most cube-shaped box made 
of marble with an Edison 
bulb in it,” says the Victoria- 
based interior designer. “It is 
just a great way to add nat¬ 
ural stone to a living room

space without doing a full 
covering.” 

Creating the look of ledge 
stone and brick in a new 
home is time consuming 
and hard on a budget, but Bi¬ 
dgood says homeowners can 
create the impact of those 
materials by using a product 
that can be installed like tile. 

“The veneer is not the 
full depth of a ledge stone 
or brick; it’s only a couple 
of inches deep,” she says. 
“But when it is installed, you 
wouldn’t know the differ-

ence. You wouldn’t know it’s 
not actually ledge stone, and 
it is stone, just not the whole 
piece.” 

Jason Kasper, principal 
at Winnipeg’s Ideate Design 
Consulting, says one of the 
hottest natural stones on the 
market is travertine. 

The form of limestone de¬ 
posited by mineral springs 
can be used in a variety of 
applications, from kitchen 
counters to shower sur¬ 
rounds, as long as it’s 
properly installed and sealed. 
The naturally formed voids | 
in the stone must be filled, 


Kasper says. 

He notes that many cli¬ 
ents will approach him with 
a product in mind for a space, 
but he cautions they need to 
think of how it will be used. 

“The biggest advice we 
give to clients is not to limit 
themselves to the products 
they use, but to be know¬ 
ledgeable and know how to 
treat those products,” he says.

Eveiy well-decorated room 
should have some sort of pat¬ 
tern, whether it’s featured on 
fabrics, rugs, wallpaper or ac¬ 
cessories. Even wood floors 
and furnishings have patterns 
to consider when designing a 
space. 

Patterns help to bring a 
room to life with movement, 


shape and colour. An un¬ 
trained eye may never recog¬ 
nize the thought process that 
goes into creating a well-bal¬ 
anced room, but not incorpor¬ 
ating pattern into your decor 
scheme can lead to a plain, 
boring room. 

Here are the ABC’s of in¬ 
corporating pattern into your 
own space: 

Mixing patterns 

• Eveiy room needs a straight- 
lined pattern (such as stripes, 
plaids or graphics) and a 
curvy-line fabric (such as flor¬ 
al, paisley or polka dots). 

• Using two or more of a 
similar pattern (such as floral) 
rarely works unless the size of 
those patterns is distinctly dif¬ 
ferent. 

• Solid (non-patterned) fabrics

Pattern shapes 

• Curvy or rounded patterns 
tend to imply a traditional 
or feminine look whereas 
straight-lined patterns imply a 
masculine or modem look. 

• When mixing straight and 
curvy patterns, incorporate 70 
per cent of your favourite look 
and 30 per cent of the other for 
a perfect balance; never 50/50. 

• Wood has grain and that 
should be considered a 
pattern when decorating. Oak 
and walnut have curvy lines 
and zebra wood has straight 
lines.

Scale 

• Put the biggest pattern on 
the biggest piece — that’s the 
proper way to choose the size 
of a pattern. 


• For impact, add an oversized 
print on a tiny item like a pil¬ 
low. 

• When choosing wallpaper, 
the bigger the print, the fuller 
the room will look. This is a 
great way to visually fill a space 
where a lot of furniture is not 
needed, such as stairwells, foy¬ 
ers and powder rooms. 

Colour 

• Various patterns can work 
together as long as they all 
share the same colourway. 

• The third most obvious col¬ 
our in the room’s main print is 
the colour to paint the walls of 
that room. 

• Decorating a room with just 
one colour, creates a mono¬ 
chromatic colour scheme. Add 
textured fabrics and mgs to fill 
the eye’s need for pattern. 


You could cask for more 


DIY. Give an old barrel 
new life as a bar, a 
coffee table or a pet bed 


Like a good wine, wood bar¬ 
rels get better with age. While 
the wood ages they collect 
stains from wine, whisky, 
or other spirits, and take on 
more character. Wood barrels 
are mstic, immediately rec¬ 
ognizable, and have become 
highly sought out among DIY- 
ers for resourceful projects 
like these. 

Coffee table 

Create a remarkable piece of 
furniture and an even bet¬ 
ter conversation piece with 
a wood barrel coffee table. 


First, lay the barrel on 
its side and cut it in half 
horizontally. To create a 
broad base for the table 
top to rest, screw boards 
around the frame of the 
cut. Measure the outside 
of this frame and use 
the measurements to cre¬ 
ate a lid with the same 
dimensions. Once com¬ 
plete, install the top with 
chest hinges to make the 
perfect hiding spots for 
blankets, firewood, or kid 
and pet toys. To keep the 
barrel stable, it will also be 
necessary to create a cradle 
that matches the curve of the 
barrel. 

Bar table 

with hidden storage 

Keep the good times roll¬ 



ing by repurposing a 
barrel into a sophisticated 
bar table for hosting wine 
and cheese parties. Stand the 
barrel upright and cut a rect¬ 
angular door from the top 
of the barrel to the bottom. 
Before attaching the hinges, 


install a stained wood 
shelf in the middle to 
hold wine bottles and 
glasses. Once the hin¬ 
ges and a door handle 
are installed, com¬ 
plete the look with a 
glass or wood counter- 
top to serve cheese 
pairings. 

Pet bed 

The bottom quarter 
of barrels can serve as 
comfortable pet beds 
and are strong enough 
to hold up to even the 
toughest pets. After cut¬ 
ting the barrel all the way 
around, cut a dip on one side 
to make it easier for the pet to 
enter and exit. Make sure to 
sand down the barrel to elim¬ 
inate any sharp edges. Paint 


or stain to match your pet’s 
personality or the room’s 
decor and add a round pillow 
or a blanket to the bottom.

Sleek and safe. Don’t 
give grab bars the slip; 
modern designs are 
funky and functional 


The renovation of the mas¬ 
ter bathroom in a new house 
turned out beautifully, with 
a frameless glass shower 
and handmade ceramic tile 
accents. The elderly owner 
didn’t want to make it look 
institutional with a grab bar. 

He needn’t have worried. 

Many of today’s grab bars 
are cleverly disguised, look¬ 
ing instead like sleek soap 
dishes, functional shampoo 
trays, trendy towel racks and 
even toilet paper holders. 

Take for instance the 
corner shelf from American 
Standard’s Invisia line. It 
looks like nothing more than 
a solid white tray set inside a 
tubular frame. But that tube, 
available in brushed stain¬ 
less or chrome, functions as 
a grab bar and can support 
up to 500 pounds. 

Want fun and style? 

Best Bath Systems has a ser¬ 
ies of aciylic towel bars with 
hidden mounts that come 
in more than two dozen col¬ 
ours, some opaque, some 


translucent, some with em¬ 
bedded stones and some that 
even glow in the dark. 

Or for a spa feel, they 
make a teak grab bar that 
comes in six different 
lengths, from 10 inches to 42 
inches. Mounting hardware 
is available in a choice of five 
finishes. 

“We realized there were a 
lot of people who wanted an 
attractive option for safety, 
and who didn’t want to be 
reminded of their inabilities 
first thing in the morning 
and last thing at night,” said 
Abbie Sladiclc, 53, of Naples, 
Florida, a certified contractor 
and remodeler who created 
the GreatGrabz line. It was 
purchased by Best Bath Sys¬ 
tems last year for an undis¬ 
closed amount. 

Wondering what having a 
grab bar in the bathroom 
might do to the eventual 
resale value of a house? 

Turns out, it might just help 
it. 

A 2012 survey found that 
about half of those ages 55 
to 64 thought that bathroom 
aids, such as grab bars and 
shower seating, were “essen¬ 
tial” or “desirable.” That rose 
to nearly two-thirds among 
those age 65 and older. Even 
in the younger age groups, 


Some things to think about when choosing a grab bar 



• Consider the weight of the 
people who will be using 
it. Some bars are rated to 
support up to 250 pounds, 
the amount required to 
comply with the Amer¬ 
icans With Disabilities Act. 
Others support up to 500 
pounds. 


• Compare prices and qual¬ 
ity. The Invisia shampoo 
shelf retails for about $285 
online, depending on the 
finish, while one made by 
Moen is available at Home 
Depot for about $40. 


• Be aware of how it will be 


mounted. If you haven't 
reinforced the back of 
your shower or tub with 
plywood, you’ll likely need 
a bar with 16-inch offsets, 
or multiples thereof, to 
secure it properly. 


• Many people think of grab 
bars for the shower and 
bathtub, but consider put¬ 
ting one near the toilet, 
too. The 10-inch bars from 
Best Bath Systems can be 
mounted to hold a roll 
of toilet paper. Invisia, 
meanwhile, makes a more 
substantial, 13-inch-high 
arched toilet paper holder.

Warriors bet on 
TV analyst for 
head coach 

The Golden State Warriors 
are taking another chance 
on a television analyst and 
former NBA guard who 
has never been a head 
coach at any level. 

The Warriors won the 
bidding war with the New 
York Kniclcs for Steve Kerr 
on Wednesday, hiring 
him away from the TNT 
broadcast table to be their 
coach. Kerr agreed to a 
five-year, $2 5-million deal 
with the Warriors, said his 
agent, Mike Tannenbaum. 

Kerr had been in talks 
with the Kniclcs about 
becoming their next coach 
since Phil Jackson took 
over as team president in 
March. He won three titles 
playing for Jackson in 
Chicago and another two 
under Gregg Popovich in 
San Antonio. 

Kerr also spent three 
seasons as general man¬ 
ager of the Phoenix Suns 
before stepping down in 
June 2010. He replaces 
Mark Jackson, who was 
fired by the Warriors on 
May 6 after three seasons 
and back-to-back playoff 
appearances.

Stoppage-time goal

A stoppage-time goal by Pa¬ 
trice Bernier from the pen¬ 
alty spot and two first-half 
goals by Jack Mclnerney gave 
the Montreal Impact a 4-2 vic¬ 
tory against FC Edmonton on 
Wednesday and a berth in the 
Amway Canadian Champion¬ 
ship final. 

Bernier’s goal five minutes 
into stoppage time, effective¬ 
ly the last kick of the game, 
gave Montreal the 5-4 victoiy 
on aggregate over the Eddies. 

The Impact (1-0-1) went 
up 3-0 on goals by Mclnerney 
and Jeb Brovsky, and were all 
but assured victoiy before Ed¬ 
monton clawed back in the 
second half. 

FC Edmonton (2-1-1) cap¬ 
tain Frank Jonlce scored two 
goals, including one on a pen¬ 
alty kick, within three min¬ 
utes in the second half. If not 
for Bernier’s stoppage-time 
goal from the spot, the Eddies 
would have progressed to the 
next round. 

Montreal will play either 
Toronto FC or the Vancou¬ 
ver Whitecaps in the two-leg 
final on May 28 and June 4. 
The winner will advance to 
the CONCACAF Champions 
League.
